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Episcopal Hector's Opinion of Roman
ism la America.

New" York, June 17. Tbe Rev.
Joseph It. Rylance,rector of St, Mark's
Episcopal church, preached today on
"An Opening for Romtnism in Amer-
ica." The sermon was, in the maiD, a
vehicle for Dr. Rylance's criticisms of
of a report publishod on June 9 of an
interview with Mgr. Satjlli. In the
interview Mgr. Satolli said he believed
that America is the country of all oth
ers in which Catholic- faith may have
the largest field of action and the
greatest hnpe for the progress of Ro-

manism.
Dr. Rylance said that he agreed with

Mgr. Satolli in believing the United
Stasts to be very, favorable to the re
ception of Roininh authority.

'To secure success," continued Dr.
Rylance, "the papal legate only makes
one stipulation freedom of speech
which is already ample here, however,
he acknowledges. Freedom of speech?
The words sound strange from the lips
of a Romish priest. It is positively
delirious to be told by such an author-
ity that the only condition truth asks
in her fight against error. is to have
free speech! Why, that is the very
request that Protestantism has been
urging from the beginning."

The speaker here introduced a long
account of the persecutions of the Ro-

mish Church of doubters of its teach-
ings, after which he said :

"What I am trving to point out is
this: The strange spectacle which
Pope Leo's mouthpiece In America
present when he speaks in praise of
freedom of s et ch, as if it were some
thing to which all men have a right
and ever had a right, while the official
ancestors of this same right reverend
mountpiece have been torturing and
slaughtering freedom of speech all
through the countries! Has Roman-
ism changed? Does it now allow the
liberty of conscience' which it de-

nounced as a doctrine of the 'devil.and
which it relentlessly persecuted (o the
dath? If si, what becomes of the
dogma of the infallibility of the
Pope?" i .
